OTTAWA, June 2.—(Canadian Prese.)—An Important ruling 
dealing with the collection of luxury taxes was issued tonight by 
the department of customs and inland revenue, 


vides as follows: 


“Retail merchants and other vendors of articles subject to the 
luxury tax who sell to the purchaser for consumption or use, are 
advised that upon the occasion of each sale of a taxable 
following requirements must be fulfilled, viz: 

“(1)—An invoice or sales slip, showing the price at which the 
article is sold, exclusive of tax, and as a separate item, the amount 
of luxury tax thereon, shall at the time of sale be delivered by the 


vendor to the purchaser, 


“(2)—The vendor shall, at the time of sale, collect from the 
purchaser, the amount of luxury tax shown on the sales slip. No 
merchant is authorized to advertise or announce that he 
collect the tax from the customer.”

OTTAWA, June 2,—Rev, Professor 
| James Ballantyne, D.D., professor of

Chief Feature of First Service. 


This was the chief feature of the 
first services of the 1920 general as- 
sembly. The retiring moderator, Rev. 
Dr. John Pringle, preached a 
thoughtful and optimistic sermon. 
The large auditorium of Chalmers 
church was crowded, every seat being 
occupied and scores standing. The 
meeting which assembled at § o'clock 
did not adjourn till 11, 

Most of the expected five hundred 
delegates are already in the city. As 
yet, however, only a few over 300 
delegates have registered with the 
secretary, Rev. Dr. Acton, A program 
for the (general sessions submitted 
by the program committee provides 
for daily sessiona until Wednesday, 
June 10, when the gathering will 
finally adjourn. 


Rev. John Pringle Preaches Sermon. 


The retiring moderator, Rey, Dr. 
John Pringle, who also bears the title 
of lieutenant-colonel, for his services 
in France in the late war, in preach- 
ing his moderator’s sermon, said the 
world was stirred as never before to 
the necessity of a wider vision. The 
Protestant churches in Canada had 
no fear for the future for they had a 
full conception of the magnitude of 
the work that lies ahead.

Rev. Dr. Pringle made a plea for 
more work by the ohurch tn the 
lonely spots, on the frontiers, and 
also in the smaller towns and vil- 
lages of the older provinces. 


| The speaker pointed out that while 


the smaller countries, such as Bel- 
rium, Switzerland, Scotland and 
Wales, time had as a rule produced 
the world's great patriots, Canada 
was not too large for the begetting 
of great patriots. “We must Insist 
that righteousness exalteth a nation. 
Unclean and selfish leaders make a 
nation unclean and selfish too. 

“The growth of the church as I 
have seen it here in Canada, is a 
miracle,” Dr. Pringle declared. ‘Forty 
years ago there was one Presbytery 
between the Great Lakes and the 
Rockies. We had not 150 places in 
that great area from which we 
preached @he gospel. Now in the 
synod of Saskatchewan, there are 852 
preaching places’ alone. And the 
other churches have marched abreast 
with us in the conquest for Canada 
for Christ.” 

Rev. Dr. Pringle paid a tribute to 
the public schools behind which, he 
said, the church should solidly stand. 
He advocated better training faclli- 
tles for ministers and church workers.

MAN. FARMERS | 
STILL BEHIND 
| IN THEIR WORK. 


WINNIPEG, June 2.—The_ report 
of the Man'toba department of agri 
culture on farming conditions issued 
Wednesday states that, on an average 
throughout the province farmers have 
not yet caught up with their work 
which was delayed by the late spring, 
although there are some jocalities in 
which work is well up to the annuat 
schedule. In some parts barley seed- 
ing {is still going on and will not be 
completed until the end of the week, 


The report, however, is optimistic In 
tone and states that soll conditions 
everywhere are excellent. So far 
this year there has been an absence 


of any frost damage reported but tt 
\ig not too late for frost to occur, 

| A reduction in wheat acreage of 
| from seven to ten per cent from last 
year is evident from the varied re- 
ports received, while oats and barley 
show a slight increase.
